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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114.

3. Claims 1-8, and 1 1-22 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record either alone or combine fails to teach or suggest an electronic 
device with a replaceable ornament insert as cited in claim 1, the ornament insert is positioned 
between the removable faceplate and the first surface of the base of the device in a manner that a 
portion of the omament insert is viewable through the substantially transparent section, and the 
ornamental insert is punched out of a sheet of paper after a user of the electronic device has 
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printed an ornamental design thereon; further including a display aperture as cited in claim 1 1; a 
retention feature as in claim 12; and as in claim 17, with the faceplate coupled to the base of the 
device and the faceplate covering all of the upper surface of the base and the faceplate having a 
substantially transparent section.
